attacked between St. Quentin and Cambrai before 
dawn this morning, Field Marshal Haig reported 
today. Despite a heavy rain, satisfactory progress 
was made. 


With the American First Army, Oct. 8.—The 


Germans continue evacuation of the Champagne 
territory opposite the Americans and north-west of 
Rheims. 


The enemy is stiffly holding its front positions, 


however, in an effort to delay the allies long 
enough to permit removal of guns and supplies 
from the low lands dominated by American 
artillery 


The Yanks' guns broke up an attempted coun- 


ter attack. The Americans then charged the at- 
tacking forces, killing and -wounding a number 
and* taking several prisoners.
